No. 1. This item appears not in the charges of last year, but it was included in a sum 
laid on at former vestries for taking care of the churchyards, and protecting the bodies 
buried therein. It was discontinued, in expectation that the practice of disinterring the 
dead would have ceased ; but finding the contrary to be the case until the appointment or 
the present man, this sum was voted to Edward Mills for his extraordinary care and 
diligence in protecting the burial grounds for two years. The sum previously paid to watch- 
men for the same purpose amounted to 40/. per annum. 

No. 2. This assessment for inclosing Rathmines Church with iron railing was postponed 
at last vestry on account of the heavy charges to be laid on the parish lor the prevention of 
the spread of cholera and the care of such paupers as were inflicted with that disease. I he 
parish is bound by deed to execute this work ; and Mr. White, the person from whom they 
hold the ground on which the church is built, threatened to enforce the penalty last year it 
not executed ; but he kindly forbore doing so, with the perfect understanding that an entry 
on the parish books should be inserted, promising the performance ol the work. This entry 
was placed on the books by and with the unanimous consent of the parishioners then pre- 
sent ; and the vestry of the present year only fulfilled the engagement of the preceding one. 

No. 3. £.200. to meet deficiency of churchwardens. Thomas A. Harrison was employed 
by the several churchwardens of St. Peter’s parish for the last 26 years in collecting the parish 
assessments. He, for that period, as appears from the books, had satisfactorily performed 
his duties, and had with all preceding churchwardens regularly settled his accounts. He 
was employed as usual by the late churchwardens, without their requiring security from 
him, a precaution never taken by their predecessors, as they supposed Harrison to be a 
man of substance, and as he had constantly maintained the character of an upright and 
intelligent man. To their utter surprise Harrison became an insolvent, and fled from the 
country, leaving a deficit of 250 l. due to the churchwardens, and taking much larger sums 
from other persons, and from the managers of other institutions, along with him. Hie 
parishioners thought it not reasonable that the churchwardens, who had faithfully dis- 
charged their other duties, should lose this sum, and they almost unanimously voted that 
the sum of 200/. should be re-assessed to cover the loss sustained. 



No. 4. This small sum of 15Z. 18s. 8 d. was voted to remunerate a parishioner for money 
actually expended by him in procuring plans and estimates for the contemplated improve- 
ment of St. Peter’s Church, by the directions of a committee of parishioners. 

No. 5. This sum was always assessed for the curates of St. Peter’s parish, in consequence 
of their compliance with the desire of the parishioners to have a third service at an early 
hour of the morning in the churches of St. Peter and St. Kevin, and also in that of St. 
Stephen since its completion, nine years since. This agreement took place so far back as the 
year 1797, and was regularly continued without any intermission to the year 1826 or 1827, 
when it was considered that it would be more advisable, and also more complimentary to 
the curates, to lay on the sum in such a manner as would cause it to appear to be more ot a 
voluntary than of a compulsory nature, the parishioners then present expressing themselves 
ready to pay this sum without any obligation. The curates complied with the wishes ot 
those persons, and the assessment was made without the payment being obligatory. The 
experiment failed ; and ever since it has been tried, the income of the curates has gradually, 
from year to year, decreased, so much so, that in the last year they only received a very 
small remuneration indeed for their additional services. The parishioners assembled at the

late vestry were most anxious that faith should be kept with the curates, whose valuable 
services they all acknowledged, and they accordingly, without one single dissentient voice, 
voted the assessment as obligatory ; and they did this with the intention that their clergy- 
men should for the future be regularly paid and placed on an ecpial footing with the curates 
of other parishes in Dublin, in which the duties to be discharged are neither so arduous nor 
so unremitting. This sum, it must be observed, was voted at the general vestry, and met 
with unanimous support from all persons of every denomination then present. 

No. 6. This sum of .50/. was proposed by some of those gentlemen who frequent Rath- 
mines Church, of which Mr. Fox is curate, as reward for early service, to be hereafter per- 
formed in said church. This item was never assessed before, as no such service was 
performed. 

No. 7. The last sura of 50/. was assessed for the purpose of replacing two bells which 
had been cracked in the present year; and as a bell is necessary for the church, they could 
not be refused. The breaking of the bells of St. Peter’s and St. Stephen’s Churches could 
not have been foreseen, did not occur before, and is now an extra charge. 
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
